a nd jus t as he had succeed the d runk en 
fellow struck him in the face, and 
W inslow im m ediately raised the pok er 
and struck him a savage blow* across 
the hea d fra c turing the sk ull and the 
m an d ie d T hursd a y night w ithout 
ga ining consciousness, 
T he coroner’s 
jury fully ex onerated W inslow from 
blam e. 
N o m ention of the m a tte r 
w as m ad e by the A itk in correspondent 
of the S t. P a ul papers until S und ay 
m orning, nearly a w eek a fte r the ac­ 
cid ent happened , and im m ediately 
a fte r the coroner's jury ha d reported.

F or instance, class “A” w ill 
be com posed of m en w ho have a re ­ 
cord of 90 pe r cent, and upw ard s of 
b ird s k illed ; class “B ” of 8 0 per cent, 
and class “C ” of less tha n 70 per cent 
As M inneapolis is the only city in the 
N orthw est w hich the association will 
vis it it w ill be one of the gre a te st 
shoots of the N orthw e st b ringing to­ 
ge the r m en from M innesota, D a k ota 
Illinois and Iow a. 


Church Finances. 
The following is a digest of the 
sermon last Sunday morning at the 
First Congregational Church. 
Acts 
6, 3. 
There is no part of church work that 
is managed in such a haphazard, slip­ 
shod, unbusinesslike way as her fi­ 
nances. They need to be broadened 
and readjust**!. The world is living 
in the age of steam and electricity , 
while the church in regard to her fi­ 
nances is back in t he day s of wind 
and sail. Here and there a man who 
has a fortune steps up abreast of the 
times and lay s it at tho feet of the 
world’s Redeemer. 
1. Has the church any greater 
claims on man than other organiza­ 
tions, such as Odd Fellows, Masons, 
Foresters’ Societies, etc. ? We believe 
that it has. The church is more than 
human. It is human in its organiza­ 
tion, divine in its motive power. 
It 
has a greater work before it than any 
other organization. It aims at recon­ 
st meting the science, the philosophy 
and the politics of the world. 
It is 
doing it It aims at not merely de­ 
veloping a high ty pe of morality 
among men, but at reconstructing the 
personality , regenerating the spirit, 
and saving men from sin. 
Its aim is 
not to establish a human democracy , 
but to found a kingdom of God that 
will embrace all nations. 
2. Church organization is neces­ 
sary . Christ made no church organi­ 
zation. He did not even appoint one 
of the twelve president ana another 
secretary . 
He left organization to 
adjust itself to times and circum­ 
stances. H** gavo the great commis­ 
sion to “ go into all the world and 
preach th* gospel to every creature" 
and that work would necessitate an 
organization. 
3. No organization can lie made 
effective without money . There must 
be some way of pay ing men who give 
their time to preaching the gospel. 
And there will alv\ y s bo demands 
upon the s\ ¡apathy of the organiza­ 
tion- widow« , orphans, 
home and 
foreign missions must lie cared for, 
and educational work done. 
The f i­ 
nances should be handled in a busi­ 
ness like way . 
The demand for this 
led to the appointment of the seven 
deacons. 
I. Pastors cannot do all the church 
work. As well ex pect the captains m 
an army to do all the fighting. As 
well ex pect a foreman in a shop to do 
all the work. 
The church should be 
a pastor’s working force. 
5. It is wrong to suppose that at­ 
tending to the finances of a church is 
secular, and that preaching and pray ­ 
ing alone are religious. Giving is a 
much better test of piety than preach­ 
ing and pray ing for many . Especially 
if the gift involved a sacrifice and 
was given in the right spirit. 
6. The assumed basis of church 
finances is largely that of charity . 
God is too often treated fta a pauj>er, 
and the church as a beggar. Many 
give to tho church and then think that 
their gift is thrown away . They think 
they receive nothing for what they 
give. The church however, is large­ 
ly to blame for the present » late of 
affairs. 
She was not properly in­ 
structed in tho past in the matter, and 
she is relenting the teaching she re­ 
ceived. 
Some money is needed to 
meet some home ex pense, or to send 
a missionary abroad. 
How is this 
call mot? Business men too often 
take no notice of it. Some good ladies 
get up an authograph quilt, a neck­ 
tie social, an oy ster stew% a strawberry 
festival, a kiss me-quick party , a tissue 
paper, an apron, or a boot social. 
What for1 
To raise money for God. 
Now, I am m favor of social gather­ 
ings, and in favor of culivatiug every 
side of man in a legitimate way - the 
social, the dramatic, the intellectual, 
the moral, 
and emphatically the 
spiritual. But to use such means as 
this to educate jieople to give to the 
cause of God, is belittmg to God, a 
reproach to tho church and con­ 
temptible in tho ey es of the world. 
What a man gives to God he does not 
throw away , he merely pay s an honest 
debt. Do men think they are giving 
to charity when they pay their land 
ta?, w^ter tax , light tax , sewer tax , 
g 
rading tax , or their grocery bill? 
ocs y our postmaster, the clerk of 
the court, y our policemen, think when 
they receive their salaries that they 
are accepting the gifts of charity ? 
Now, I claim that I represent a work 
as important as any department of 
state wrork, or any phase of politics, 
and just as essential to the woifaro of 
the state. The church and state are 
the two great factors in civilization, 
and the church is tho mother of 
all that is noble in the state. The 
church has claims on every man. 
and every man should give to God, 
or should pay God something on the 
account he has been running. Every ­ 
thing that is essential to our lives is a 
gift' from God. Hence, every man 
should give to some church, whether 
he is a meml>er of it or not. Every 
ma.< In this country is indebted to the 
church. Hence, if he wants to koep 
his accounts square he should support 
some branch of it. 
7. How can wo improvo our pre­ 
sent methods: 
1. Recognize the true basis of 
church finances. We owe the church 
an honest debt. 
2. Recognize that God is pro­ 
prietor and we are his stewards. 
3. Consider that it is more blessed 
to give than receive. 
4. Set aside a certain per cent of 
y our y early income for God. I don’t 
say a tenth. Your circumstances and 
monies will determine what y ou ought 
to give. 
Give as God has prospered 
y ou, it may bo a tenth, it may be 


much more. God will prosper the 
man that honors him. 
5. As a church, appoint the beet 
church officers y ou can get. 
Men 
of good report apd who will magnify 
their office. It is just as great an 
honor to be a deacon in a church as 
may or of a city , but there is not as 
much money in it or more would seek 
to be deacons. 
C. Let every church have a good 
finance committee who will look after 
the church finances in a business 
way . Let them meet at the beginning 
of the y ear, make an estimate of the 
y ear’s needs, make frequent reports 
to the church, and devise the best 
means they can to meet the financial 
needs. Urge that every one give 
something, if it be only two mites. 
God measures a gift not bv its size, 
but by what the giver has left, and 
by the spirit in which it was given. 
7. Pray much. 
Let pray er, and 
faith, and giving, and works go to­ 
gether, we will then have less church 
debts. Every thing we give to God 
is n deposit pnt out at compound 
interest.

The Pyram ids. 
A personal inspection oi the prra- 
mi« Js of Egypt, made by a quarry 
owner, who spent « ome time recently 
on the Nile, has led him to the con­ 
clusion that the old Egyptions were 
better buihlers than those of the 
present day. He states that there 
are blocks of stone in the pyramids 
which w©ig;h three or foir times as 
much as tbe obelisk on

There are stolies tn the pyra­ 
mids dO feet ia length, which fit so 
closely together that a penknife may 
be run over the surface without dis­ 
covering the break between them. 
They are not laid with mortar, ei- 
t her.

Killed a Man at Aitkin. 
The baggageman at Aitkin killed a 
man in the depot at that place last 
week. 
It seems that Geo. Lawrence, 
the unfortunate victim, and a man 
addicted to drink, had been turned 
out of hotel accommodations, accord­ 
ing to the Age, and he had been loaf­ 
ing around the depot although he had 
been requested to keep away. 
John 
Winslow, the man who struck the blow' 
which fractured Lawrence’s skull, 
was on Tuesday night engaged in his 
duties around the depot and the fel­ 
low was there as usual. 
Lawrence 
was intoxicated and smashed in a 
window and when Winslow wont to­ 
ward him he lifted a heavy iron 
poker as if to strike, but Winslow 
managed to take it away from him, 
and just as he had succeed the drunken 
fellow struck him in the face, and 
Winslow immediately raised the poker 
and struck him a savage blow across 
the head fracturing the skull and tho 
man died Thursday night without 
gaining consciousness, The coroner’s 
jury fully exonerated Winslow from 
blame. 
No mention of the matter 
was made by the Aitkin correspondent 
of the St. Paul papers until Sunday 
morning, nearly a week after the ac­ 
cident happened, and immediately 
after the coroner’s jury had reported. 


Church Finances. 
The following is a digest of the 
sermon last Sunday morning at the 
First Congregational Church. 
Acts 
6, 3. 
There is no part of church work that 
is managed in such a haphazard, slip­ 
shod, unbusinesslike way as her fi­ 
nances. They need to be broadened 
and readjusted. 
The world is living 
in the age of steam and electricity, 
while the church in regard to her fi­ 
nances is back in t he days of wind 
and saiL Here and there a man who 
has a fortune steps up abreast of the 
times and lays it at tho feet of the 
world’s Redeemer. 
1. 
Has the church any greater 
claims on man than other organiza­ 
tions, such as Odd Fellows, Masons, 
Foresters’ Societies, etc.? We believe 
that it has. The church is more than 
human. 
It is human in its organiza­ 
tion, divine in its motive power. 
It 
has a greater work before it than any 
other organization. 
It aims at recon­ 
structing the science, the philosophy 
and the politics of the world. 
It is 
doing it. 
It aims at not merely de­ 
veloping a high type of morality 
among men, but at reconstructing the 
personality, regenerating the spirit, 
and saving men from sin. 
Its aim is 
not to establish a human democracy, 
but to found a kingdom of God that 
will embrace all nations. 
2. Church organization is neces­ 
sary. 
Christ made no church organi­ 
zation. 
He did not even appoint one 
of tho twelve president and another 
secretary. 
He left organization to 
adjust itself to times and circum­ 
stances. 
He gave the great commis­ 
sion to “go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature’’ 
and that work would necessitate an 
organization. 
3. 
No organization can be made 
effective without money. 
There must 
be some way of paying men who give 
their time to preaching the gospel. 
And there will alv, ys be demands 
ujion the s\ uipathy of the organiza­ 
tion—widows, orphans 
home and 
foreign missions must be cared for, 
and educational work done. 
The fi­ 
nances should be handled in a busi­ 
ness like way. 
The demand for this 
led to the appointment of the seven 
deacons. 
4. 
Pastors cannot do all the church 
work. As well expect the captains in 
an army to do all the fighting. As 
well expect a foreman in a shop to do 
all the work. 
The church should be 
a pastor’s working force. 
5. 
It is wrong to suppose that at­ 
tending to the finances of a church is 
secular, and that preaching and pray­ 
ing alone are religious. 
Giving is a 
much better test of piety than preach­ 
ing and praying for many. Especially 
if the gift involved a sacrifice and 
was given in the right spirit. 
6. The assumed basis of church 
finances is largely that of charity. 
God is too often treated as a pauper, 
and tho church as a beggar. 
Many 
give to the church and then think that 
their gift is thrown away. They think 
thev receive nothing for what they 
give. 
The church, however, is large­ 
ly to blame for the present state of 
atfairs. 
She was not projierly in­ 
structed in the past in the matter, and 
she is relenting the teaching she re­ 
ceived. 
Some money is needed to 
meet some home expense, or to send 
a missionary abroad. 
How is this 
call met? Business men too often 
take no notice of it. 
Home good ladies 
get up an authograph qiult, a neck­ 
tie social, an oyster stew, a strawberry 
festival, a kiss-me-quick party, a tissue 
paper, an apron, or a boot social. 
What for ? 
To raise money for God. 
Now, I am in favor of social gather­ 
ings, and in favor of culivating every 
side of man in a legitimate way—the 
social, the dramatic, the intellectual 
the moral, 
and emphatically the 
spiritual. 
But to use such means as 
this to educate people to give to the 
cause of God, is belittmg to God, t 
reproach to the church and con 
temptible in the eyes of the world 
What a man gives to God he docs not 
throw away, he merely pays an honest 
debt. 
Do*men think they are giving 
to charity when they pay their land 
ta$, water tax, light tax, sewer tax 
grading tax, or their grocery bill 
Does your postmaster, the clerk of 
the court, your policemen, think when 
they receive their salaries that they 
are accepting the gifts of charity ? 
Now, I claim that I represent a work 
as important as any department of 
state work, or any phase of politics, 
and just as essential to the wo-fare of 
the state. 
The church and state are 
the two great factors in civilization, 
and tho church is the mother of 
all that is noble in the state. The 
church has claims on every man, 
and every man should give to God, 
or should pay God something on the 
account he has been running. Every­ 
thing that is essential to our lives is a 
gift from God. 
Hence, every man 
should give to some church, whether 
he is n member of it or not. Every 
man In this country is indebted to the 
church. 
Hence, if he wants to keep 
his accounts square he should support 
some branch of it. 
7. How can wo improvo our pre­ 
sent methods: 
1. 
Recognize the true basis of 
church finances. We owe the church 
an honest debt. 
2. Recognize that God is pro­ 
prietor and we are his stewards. 
3. Consider that it is more blessed 
to give than receive. 
4. 
Set aside a certain per cent, of 
your yearly income for God. I don’t 
say a tenth. Your circumstances and 
monies will determine what you ought 
to give. 
Give as God has prospered 
you, it may be a tenth, it may be 


much more. 
God will prosper the 
man that honors him. 
5. 
As a church, appoint the best 
church officers you can get. 
Men 
of good report and who will magnify 
their office. It is just as great an 
honor to be a deacon in a church as 
mayor of a city, but there is not as 
much money in it or more would seek 
to be deacons. 
G. 
Let every church have a good 
finance committee who will look after 
the church finances in a business 
way. 
Let them meet at the beginning 
of the year, make an estimate of the 
year's needs, make frequent reports 
to the church, and devise the best 
means they can to meet the financial 
needs, 
Urge that every one give 
something, if it be only two mites. 
God measures a gift not by its size, 
but by what the giver has left, and 
by the spirit in which it was given. 
7. 
Pray much. 
Let prayer, and 
faith, and giving, and works go to­ 
other, we will then have less church 
ebts. 
Everything we give to God 
is a deposit put out at compound 
interest.

Trap .Shooting. 
The American Shooting Association 
will hold a shooting tournament at 
the Minneapolis club grounds May 
20th, 21st and 32nd. 
The association 
is formed by the combination of all 
tho leading sporting goods houses in 
the United States, and the object is 
to visit some of the principal cities in 
the country and further the best inter­ 
ests of trap shooting, which has been 
somewhat neglected from the fact 
that in most of the contests the crack 
shots will win all the prizes and purses, 
leaving the poorer shots nothing. The 
idea of the association is to form 
shooters in classes to give all a fair 
show. For instance, class “A” will 
be composed of men who have a re­ 
cord of 90 per cent, and upwards of 
birds killed; class “B” of 80 per cent, 
and class “C” of less than 70 per cent 
As Minneapolis is the only city in the 
Northwest which the association will 
visit, it will be one of the greatest 
shoots of the Northwest, bringing to­ 
gether men from Minnesota, Dakota, 
Illinois and Iowa. 


Church Finances. 
The following is a digest of the 
sermon last Sunday morning at the 
First Congregational Church. 
Acts 
6, 3. 
There is no part of church work that 
is managed in such a haphazard, slip­ 
shod, unbusinesslike way as her fi­ 
nances. They need to be broadened 
and readjusted. The world is living 
in the age of steam and electricity, 
while the church in regard to her fi­ 
nances is back in t lie days of wind 
and sail. Here and there a man who 
has a fortune steps up abreast of the 
times and lays it at tho feet of the 
world’s Redeemer. 
1. Has the church any greater 
claims on man than other organiza­ 
tions, such as Odd Fellows, Masons, 
Foresters’ Societies, etc.? We believe 
that it has. The church is more than 
human. 
It is human in its organiza­ 
tion, divine in its motive power. 
It 
has a greater work before it than any 
other organization. 
It aims at recon­ 
structing the science, the philosophy 
and the politics of the world. 
It is 
doing it. It aims at not merely de­ 
veloping a high type of morality 
among men, but at reconstructing the 
personality, regenerating the spirit, 
and saving men from sin. 
Its aim is 
not to establish a hnman democracy, 
but to found a kingdom of God that 
will embrace all nations. 
2. Church organization is neces­ 
sary. Christ made no church organi­ 
zation. 
He did not even appoint one 
of the twelve president and another 
secretary. 
He left organization to 
adjust itself to times and circum­ 
stances. He gave the great commis­ 
sion to “go into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature” 
and that work would necessitate an 
organization. 
3. No organization can be made 
effective without money. 
There must 
be some way of paying men who give 
their time to preaching the gospel. 
And there will adv; vs be demands 
upon the sjmpathy of the organiza­ 
tion—widows, orphans, 
home and 
foreign missions mast be cared for, 
and educational work done. 
The fi­ 
nances should be handled in a busi­ 
ness like way. 
The demand for this 
led to the appointment of the seven 
deacons. 
A Pastors cannot do all the church 
work. As well expect the captains in 
an army to do all the fighting. As 
well expect a foreman in a shop to do 
all the work. 
The church should be 
a pastor’s working force. 
5. It is wrong to suppose that at­ 
tending to the finances of a church is 
secular, and that preaching and pray­ 
ing alone are religious. Giving is a 
much better test of piety than preach­ 
ing and praying for many. Especially 
if the gift involved a sacrifice and 
was given in the right spirit. 
6. The assumed basis of church 
finances is largely that of charity. 
God is too often treated as a pauper, 
and the church as a beggar. 
Many 
give to the church and then think that 
their gift is thrown away. They think 
they receive nothing for what they 
give. The church, however, is large­ 
ly to blame for the present slate of 
affairs. 
She was not properly in­ 
structed in the past in the matter, and 
she is relenting the teaching she re­ 
ceived. 
Some money is needed to 
meet some home expense, or to send 
a missionary abroad. 
How is this 
call mot? Business men too often 
take no notice of it. Some good ladies 
get up an autograph quilt, a neck­ 
tie social, an oyster stew, a strawberry 
festival, a kiss-me-quick party, a tissue 
paper, an apron, or a boot social. 
What for? 
To raise money for God. 
Now, I am in favor of social gather­ 
ings, and in favor of cub va ti ag every 
side of mau in a legitimate way—the 
social, tho dramatic, the intellectual, 
the moral, 
and emphatically the 
spiritual. 
But to use such means as 
this to educate people to give to the 
cause of God, is belating to God, a 
reproach to tho church and con­ 
temptible in tho eyes of the world. 
What a man gives to God he does not 
throw away, he merely pays an honest 
debt. Do'men think they are giving 
to charity whoa they pay their land 
tax, W?ter tax, light tax, sewer tax, 
grading tax, or their grocery bill? 
Does your postmaster, the clerk of 
the court, your policemen, think when 
they receive their salaries that they 
are accepting the gifts of charity? 
Now, I claim that I represent a work 
as important as any department of 
state work, or any phase of polities, 
and just as essential to tho welfare of 
the state. The church and state are 
the two great factors in civilization, 
and tho church is the mother of 
all that is noble in the state. The 
church has claims an every man, 
and every man should give to God, 
or should pay God something on the 
account he has been running. Every­ 
thing that is essential to our lives is a 
gift from God. Hence, every man 
should give to some church, whether 
he is a member of it or not. Every 
ma; in this country is indebted to the 
church. Hence, if he wants to koep 
his accounts square he should support 
some branch of it. 
7. How can we improve our pre­ 
sent methods: 
1. Recognize the true basis of 
church finances. 
We owe the church 
an honest debt. 
2. Recognize that God is pro­ 
prietor and we are his stewards. 
3. Consider that it is more blessed 
to give than receive. 
4. 
Set aside a certain per cent, of 
your yearly income for God. I don’t 
say a tenth. Your circumstances and 
monies will determine what you ought 
to give. 
Give as God has prospered 
you, it may be a tenth, it may be 


much more. God will prosper the 
man that honors him. 
5. As a church, appoint the best 
church officers you can get. 
Men 
of good report a^d who will magnify 
their office. It is just as great an 
honor to be a deacon in a church as 
mayor of a city, but there is not as 
much money in it or more would seek 
to be deacons. 
0. 
Let every church have a good 
finance committee who will look after 
the church finances in a business 
way. 
Let them meet at the beginning 
of the year, make an estimate of the 
year's needs, make frequent reports 
to the church, and devise the best 
means they can to meet the financial 
needs. Urge that every one give 
something, if it be only two mites. 
God measures a gift not by its size, 
but by what the giver has left, and 
by the spirit in which it was given. 
7. Pray much. 
Let prayer, and 
faith, and giving, and works go to­ 
other, we will then have less church 
ebts. 
Everything we give to God 
is a deposit pat out at compound 
interest.

The floor of the bridge is 
150 feet above the water, which is 
200 lect deep under the center of the 
great spans.

<ktie banker said that if the Bank of Eng­ 
land should exercise this right there would 
lie such a period of speculation and general 
inflation in the country as has not been ex- 
jwwitaucax! since 
the discovery of gold 
iii California.

patch winch he received was well founded. 
“ There have been,” he continued, “ very 
heavy exportations of silver to England 
recently, tile last shipm ent being last F ri­ 
day, when we sent over 31*0,000 ounces.

The Day of Great Bridges. 
This is the day of great bridges 
and a most remarkable one is now 
almost completed across the Firth 
of Forth at Edinburgh. The entire 
structure is 8,091 feet long, or near­ 
ly a mile anda third, and it contains 
two spans of 1,710 feet each, the cen­ 
ter supports being furnished by Inch 
(tarvie, that is, a little island called 
Garvie. The bridge has been as long 
in building as the Temple at Jerusa­ 
lem, that is, between six and seven 
years. The floor of the bridge is 
150 feet above the water, which is 
200 feet deep under the center of the 
great spans. The structure is de­ 
scribed in a Scotch paper as “a cob­ 
web of Steele,” and it is attracting 
great attention in that country.

builders, but they would have look­ 
ed in amazement upon such pieces of 
work as the Brooklyn and St. Louis 
bridges.

Doings of Our Dads. 
The city fathers mot in council on 
Monday evening for the transaction 
of regular routine business and on 
roll call Aldermen Barton, Brown and 
Gardner were found to be absent. 
The bill of the N. W. Electric Supply 
and Construction company of $1,547.- 
99 was presented, and of the amount 
5301 for lamps was allowed, the 
balance being referred to a commit­ 
tee. 
City Attorney McClenahan re­ 
ported that the receiver of the Water 
ower company would have the pipes 
at the pump house fixed immediately. 
The bill of $100 of the Gamewell 
Tire Alarm Co., for expenses incurred 
was disallowed after a spirited dis­ 
cussion. 
The matter of renewing the 
electric light contracts for the coming 
year was brought up by Aid. Walters, 
and on account of the probability of 
turning the plant ever to the syndicate 
before the contracts would expire the 
council decided to fnrnise the lights 
!for the present without renewals. 
Ordinance No. 86, providing for 
city coal weighers, was introduced 
and under suspension of the rules it 
was adopted. 
Under the provisions 
the city council shall appoint one or 
more coal weighers as they deem 
necessary, and coal dealers are re­ 
quired to have all tho coal they sell 
weighed by a city weigher who will 
give a receipt and they in return are 
to turn the receipt over to the buyer. 
Parties buying a ton of coal are ex­ 
pected to get 2,000 pounds, and if a 
weigher utters a false certificate or if 
a dealer*fails to deliver the amount 
called for in the receipt they are 
liable to a fine of $100 or imprison­ 
ment until paid, not exceeding ninety 
days. 
Bonds are required in the sum 
of $500 from the city weighers, and 
they are allowed to collect five cents 
for each load or part of load weighed. 
James S. Gardner, Thos. McMasters 
and J. W. Koop were appointed city 
weighers, and the council adjourned.

council passed May 17, 1889, the plant 
of said enterprise, if located within 
this city, and the logs owned by it or 
them, if the business be for the manu­ 
facture of lumber, and said logs be 
properly taxable in this city, be ex­ 
empt from taxation for a reasonable 
period of time, not less than five years.
